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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment, filed 07/26/04, has been fully considered with the following results. The newly recited 
limitation "the charge-carrying component" per claims 22, 28 & 29 engenders an issue of New Matter as set forth 
infra. The Terminal Disclaimer filed 07/26/04 is sufficient to remove the nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
based on the claims of U.S. Patent Nos. 5,916,426 & 6,355,709. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 22-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter that was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. As far as the Examiner can tell, no support can be found for the 
limitation "wherein the charge-carrying component and the surface interaction component are the same or different" 
per claims 22, 28 & 29 and this, as such, without any iron-clad evidence from applicant as to where support might be 
found, engenders a New Matter situation. Applicant is cordially directed to page 6, lines 33-35, wherein it is taught 
that the "sieving component" and the "surface interaction" component may be the same or different. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see the REMARKS/Terminal Disclaimer, filed 07/26/04, with respect to the double 
patenting rejections based on the claims of U.S. Patent Nos. 5,916,426 & 6,355,709 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive, The Double Patenting rejections of claims 22-29 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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5. Claims 22-29 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 22-29 would be allowed if amended, 
rewritten and/or satisfactorily rebutted so as to obviate the New Matter Issue raised supra.
